Tulips include a great number of beautiful and interesting varieties. 
They are of easy culture, growing equally well in either a sunny or 
shady location. Bulbs should be planted in well prepared beds. If 
the soil is heavy the addition of some sand and bulb food will help 
the growth and bloom ability of the bulbs. 


In planting tulips it is recommended that bulbs be planted in groups 
instead of in single lines. Groups of six to twelve tulips of one 
variety are very effective.
